OF INTEREST TO PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


Senator Sherman Does Not Believe the Re- 
peal Would Release Gold—Money Cen- 
ters Returning Loans—Finan- 
cial Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Time:. 

WASHINGTON July 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Owing to the fact that 
the betterment of the national finances 
will be the first and gravest problem to 
be confronted particular interest at- 
taches to the House Committee on 
Coinage of the next Congress. An ad- 
verse committee would be in position to 
very considerably obstruct business, 
and worry the advocates of the repeal 
of the Sherman law. Whether or not 
Bland will be reappointed chairman no 
one appears to know to e@ certainty. 
His record as an earnest, unswerving 
friend of silver is well known, and his 
Democracy is unquestioned. When the 
Speaker has been re-elected it has gen- 
erally been his custom to reappoint old 
chairmen. Doubt in the case of Bland 
arises from the fact that Crisp is well 
known to be in thorough sympathy 
with the President’s ideas of legislative 
needs, and may hesitate to appoint to 
60 important a committee a man 5680 
thoroughly committed to the opposite 
view. In case Crisp should decide not 
to give ‘Bland the chairmanship the 
next in line of direct succession will 
be Representative Tracy, who is a gold 
standard man. Those who know both 
men freely assert that the selection of 
Tracy for the coinage chairmanship 
would be especially gratifying to the 
executive. 


SOME DANGER EXISTS. 


Senator Shermen Points Out a Source of 


Financial Peril. 


June By the Associated 
Press. } 


‘‘There has never been a time 
since the law of 1890, known as ‘the 
Sherman act,’ was passed that I would 
not have voted for its repeal,” said 
Senator Sherman today. ‘‘The Sher- 
man act was a cotnpromise measure, 
passed to save the country from a free 
coinage bill. I havetolt Mr. Cleveland 


and Mr. Carlisle that I will stand with 


them for a sound, safe, stable currency. 
Ithink the Sherman law will be re- 
pealed, but the danger is that Congress 
may gotoo far. Should the clause pro- 
viding for the purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces of silvef monthly be stricken 
out it would be well, but if Congress 
should go un and repeal the clause pro- 
viding that the United States shall 
maintain parity between gold and sil- 
ver coins it would cause widespread 
distrust. 

“There is in the treasury $350,000,- 
000 of coined silver, and $145,000,- 
000 of uncoined bullion; the legal .ten- 
der of these coins must be preserved, 
and their parity to gold maintained. 
It is well enough to stop the further 
mintage of silver, but that in circula- 
tion must be sustained. Tostop mak- 
ing silver dollars would not impair the 
usefulness of those already made, so 
long as a guarantee is back of them.”’ 

‘The Senator further expressed the be- 
lief that the cessation of silver coinage 
would not bring gold more into circula- 
tion. He attributed the present strin- 
“gency to the apprehension of the mer- 
cantile and financial world that the 
vovernment will not meet obligations 
in gold, but will pay in cheap money. 


MONEY PLENTY IF HIGHER. 


An Additional Issue of Certificates by the 
Clearing-house. 

NEW YORK, July 3.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Fourth of July hol- 
iday was evidently begun by many 
business men Saturday, and no busi- 
ness was transacted down town today 
except that which could not. be 
avoided. But although there is little 
doing on the Stock Exchange, and 
many business offices are closed, the 
banks were all very busy. The situa- 
tion is reported to be very easy this 
morning. The demands from the coun- 
try, it is said, were very light, and 
many of the large centers, notably 
Chicago, are beginning to pay back the 
money they borrowed from New York. 

The sub-treasury was quite active 
today, and, besides receiving $100,000 in 
gold for telegraphic transfer to San 
rrancisco, it paid out $950,000 by mid- 
day in smal! notes in exchange for gold 
and greenbacks. 
000 to San Francisco is explained as 
being due to the action of the savings 
banks there. They demanded the re- 
quired sixty days’ notice from depos- 
itors, and then sent on the securities 
to Eugene Kelly & Co. for sale, in 
readiness for the demand on them , if 
it should be made, at the expiration of 
the notice. Today's transfer is said to 
be on account of some securities sold. 

The Clearing-house Loan Committee 
this morning authorized an additional 
issue of $2,815,000 certificates, making 
the total amount now outstanding 
$21,615,000. From this increasing issue 
of certificates it is belleved generally 
that it will be some months before call 
money can be obtainable as low as 6 
per cent. In connection with a large 
issue of these certificates last week, it 
became generally known today that, 
but for the prompt action of some of 
the leading members of the clearing- 
house committee, there would have 
been 2 default in interest by one well- 
known railway company on Saturday. 
One of the best-known railroad mill- 
ionaires in the country was caught in 
a squeeze for ready money at the last 
moment. Knowing this condition, and 
being assured that, unless there was 
relief for it, there might come an 
actual panic, three of the strongest 
members of the Clearing-house Asso- 
ciation, through the medium of certifi- 
cates, provided the necessary assist- 
ance. 

Th sub-treasury was again a cred- 
itor at the clearing-house' today, the 
balance in its favor being $149,140.16; 
was also a creditor Saturday for ine 
first time since August 17, 1891. The 
total payments of interest due July 1 
on United States amounted today to 
$4,391,998.90. The payment usually con- 
tinues a month er more, but the strin- 
gency of the money market made ap-

Free Coinage to Be Exhaustively Discussed 
and Analyzed.

Gov. Prince said: ‘The silver ques- 
tion is not at all understood ‘n the East. 
All kinds of erroneous impressions 
prevails umo thé that siiver has 
become so plentiful as to cease to be a 
precious metal. The facts refute all 
statements intended to prejudice the 
minds of people against silver. There 
are about equal quantities of gold and 
silver in the world, and of both only 
about $4.85 per capita. 

“The systematic attempt to strike 
down one-half of this is bringing down 
prices, and is the cause of our panics. 
Commodities have fallen with silver, 
and the drop in silver by the action of 
India immediately affected the com- 
modities. Again, people do not under- 
stand that when silver is quoted, it 
means the price in gold. Silver has not 
fallen a cent as valued in property. 
Reverse the position of the two metals 
in the world's money legislation by 
demonetizing gold, and it would be 
today quoted at a depreciated price.”’ 


FOR A CONVENTION. 


A Meeting of White Metal Advocates to Be 
Called. 

WasHINGNoN, July 3.—The Bi-Metallic 
League will issue acall for a conven- 
tion at Chicago on July 25. The call wil) 
denounce the conspiracy against silver, 
will set forth the evils to result from its 
demonetization, inveigh against a gold 
standard and depict the benefits to ac- 
crue from uniting the parity of the two 
metals, The convention will be purely 
one of ways aud means to prevent the 
repeal of the Shermanilaw.

Vatican. 


A Startling Statement—Saetolli Says the 
° Czar Has Surely Submitted to St. 
Peter's Spiritual Suc- 
cessor.

TACOMA (Wash.,) July 3—(By the 
Associated Prees.) Mer. Satolli states, 
through Dr. O’Gorman, his interpreter, 
that there are pending diplomatic nego- 
tiations to bring the Greek Church of 
all Russia, now under the personal con- 
trol of the Czar, into the keeping of the 
Vatican.

French Students Agitate 
Their Grievances. 


They Make an Attack on the 
Parisian Police. 


Rioting Results in a Recontre and 
Their Repulse. 


The Prefect of Police Resigns—Storming of 
the Frefecture—Three Onsets in Which 
Several Students and Police 
are Injured.

PARIS, July 3—<(By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.) On Saturday an affray 
occurred between the police and a num- 
ber of students in the Latin quarter. 
The students determined to lay the 
facts before the government, and, 
when the deputies met today, students 
to the number of one thousand sought 
admission to-the.chamberts. After con- 
siderable parleying, ten of their number 
were admitted and accorded a hearing. 

stated the facts in the case, and 
urged the deputies to support a motion 
censuring the government, which was 
to be offered by Millerand.

TO INCREASE OUR COMMERCE. 


European Countries to Be Investigated Re- 
garding Its Extension. 

Wasuinoton, July 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Secretary Morton has 
written a letter to Special’ Agent 
Mattes, who will soon leave for Ger- 
many and other European countries, 
requesting him, in addition to gontinn- 
ing the investigation as to the possi- 
bility of extending the consumption of 
maize and maize products, to further 
investigate the condition of American 
meats, the benefits, ifany, derived from 
our system of government inspection 
and the prospects for an extension of 
our trade in these products; noting 
especially the attitude of the German 
people toward them, and the extent 
and character of the popular prejudice 
which may exist as the result of an em- 
bargo placed for many ee upon our 
meat products by the German govern- 
ment. 

Further, he is to ascertain the char- 
acter of the laws regulating the trade 
in tobacco, witha view of determining 
whether the regulations, as énforced 
under the monopoly system, impose any 
obstacle to the extension of American 
trade to that country. 

Secretary Morton has decided that the 
expenses of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try must be cut down this year 25 per 
cent, It is understood that the secre- 
tary is cunsidering the advisability of 
doing away altogether with the system 
of meat inspection, which would bring 
about a saving of about $150,000 a 
year.

DISPUTED POINTS. 


Wong Dip Ken Again 
Under Discussion. 


Argument on Section four of the 
Geary Law. 


Belief Advanced That the Imprison- 
ment Clause is Void. | 


Judge Ross Takes Such a View of That Pro- 


Wong Dip Ken will probably start 
very soon on his return trip to China, 
if there is enough money lé@ft in the 
fund provided for carrying into effect 
the Geary law at such a time, for 
Judge Ross, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday virtually declared 
the deportation clause of section 4 of 
the act constitutional. On the other 
hand, he decided, or at least allowed it 
to be assumed by counsel, that a por- 
tion of the same section, that’ which 
provides for imprisonment previous to 
deportation, was void and of no effect. 

Having previously overruled the mo- 
tion to dismiss the appeal from the de- 
cision of Commissioner Van Dyke, 
Judge Ross called the case, as set, yes- 
terday afternoon promptly at 2 o'clock. 
United States District Attorney Denis 
was in his accustomed place as the rep- 
resentative of the government, while 
Frank J. Thomas, Esa., and A. B. 
Hotchkiss,Esq., constituted counsel for 
defense. As soon as the court signified 
that he was ready, Mr. omas arose 
and read the following paper, intended 
as an assignment of errors on the ap- 


peal: 

“Comes now the appellant, Wong Dip 
Ken, by his attorneys, A. B. Hotchkiss 
and J. Thomas, with H. 8S. Brown 
and Thomas D. Riordan as counsel, and 
moves this court to vacate and set 
aside the judgment and order appealed 
from herein, and all proceedings there- 
under and discharge the appellant, the 
defendant therein, because: 

“The said commissioner had no juris- 
diction to make said judgment or*order; 
because section 8 of the act of May 5, 
1892, and said statute providing that 
any Chinese person on criminal pro- 
cedure for the crime of being unlaw- 
fully within the United States shall es- 
tablish his right to remain in the United 
States by affirmative proof, is unconsti- 
tutional and void, and it is in contro- 
vention of subdivision 3, section 9, ar- 
ticle 1, of the Constitution of the United 
States, which provides that no bill of 
attainder or ex post facto law shall be 


“Said statute is in contravention of 
section 1 of article 3 of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, which pro- 
vides that the judicial power of the 
United States shall be vested in one su- 
preme court and in such inferior courts 
as Congress may from time to time or- 
dain and establish. 

“Said statute of May 5, 1892, is in 
contravention of subdivision 3 of sec- 
tion 2, article 3, of the Constitution of 
the United States, which provides that 
the trial of all crimes, except in cases 
of impeachment, shall be by jury. 

“Said statute is mm contravention of 
the sixth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, which provides that ‘In all crimi- 
nal prosecutions the accused shall en- 
joy the right to a speedy and public 
trial by an impartial jury,’ etc. 

“Said statute is in contravention of 
that portion of the fifth amendment of 
the Constitution, which provides that 
no person shall be held to answer for 
a capital or otherwise infamous crime 
unless on presentment or indictment of 
a@ grand jury, etc. 

“Said statute is in contravention of 
that portion of the fifth amendment of 
the Constitution which provides that no 
person shall be deprived of life, liberty 
or property without due process of law. 

“The statute is in contravention of 
the eighth amendment of the Constitu- 
tion, which provides that excessive bail 
shall not be required, nor excessive fines 
imposed, nor cruel and unusual punish- 
ment - inflicted.’’ 

Mr. Hotchkiss then proceeded to take 
up the points recited seriatum in his ar- 
gument, finally urging especially the 
unconstitutionality of the clause of the 
Geary law providing that the heathens 
convicted be imprisoned previous to 
their deportation. 

“If it is conceded that the clause re- 
lating to imprisonment is invalid, does 
that invalidate the other parts of the 
section?’’ inquired the court. 

**Yes, sir, I thihk it does,’’ responded 
Mr. Hotchkiss, to ich the judge re- 
plied: “It does not by any means fol- 
low that if-the imprisonment clause is 
unconstitutional that the others may 
not hold entirely good. If the one sin- 
gle clause is unconstitutional, it should 
be treated as null and void. 

“Tf Your Honor takes that view of 
the matter, of course it puts a new 
light on the case,”’ was the rejoinder. 

From the language used by the court 
it seemed apparent that he had made 
up his mind on the question. 

Mr. Hotchkiss then started off on an- 
other tack, by saying: ‘““‘We will then 
have to ask for further hearing. It has 
just lately come to my ears that a lady 
named. Mrs. Knox says that she can 
testify that the defendant, or appellant 
here, reaided in the country for 
over twenty years, and we would like 
to show that.”’ 

Judge Ross held, however, that the 
appeal was to be determined on the 
testimony offered before the commis- 
sioner, so this loophole of the defense 
was cut off. 

A motion for a new trial was next 
made, which was also promptly over- 
ruled, to which counsel excepted. 

Mr. Denis objected to an exception 
being’ allowed, and the ground of his 
complaint was acknowledged by the 
court as being well taken. He 
(Denis) made a strong and eloquent 
argument in support of the respond- 
ent’s cause, opposing generaily the 

nd of unconstitutionality, and con- 
tending for the necessity of the impris- 
onment provision. Congress had put 


that provision in the law with a view |. 


of its being carried out, and it was a 
wise enactment. If the deportation 
clause was pronounced constitutional, 
and the imprisonment clause unconsti- 
tutional, then, upon the affirmation of 
a decree of conviction, the Marshal 
would immediately be incumbered wlth 
the duty of effecting the deportation at 
once. If there were no funds to de- 
fray the necessary expenses, the 
Chinaman could neither be held nor 
sent away, and a resort to habeas cor- 
pus proceedings would surely secure 
his release from custody. 

Mr. Hotchkiss answered the argu- 
ment by pronouncng the preliminary 
imprisonment clause a provision for 
cruel and unusual punishment, not 
consistent with the laws of the land. 
As soon as the Ghinamgn entered the 
doors of the State’s strong house he 
must have his queue cut off, and this 
was one of the most degrading marks 
that he could carry back to his native 
country. It made him an outcast for 
the rest of his natural life among his 
fellows. 

Here the case rested, upon the re- 
quest of Mr. Denis that he be allowed 
time in which to prepare briefs in sup- 
port of his argument on the constitu-

Permission to Reopen Denied by 
the Comptroller of Currency. 


Unless a Sufficient Number of the Depositors 
Iadicate a Willingness for the Insti- 
antl tutions to Resume 
Business. 


A letter was received yesterday from 
Hon. J. H. Hekles, Comptroller of the 
Carrency, in which that officia: declines 
to authorize the reopening of the 
Southern California Bank, unless a suf- 
ficient number of customers and depos- 
itors indicate their willingness to have 
the bank continue business. 

Immediately on receipt of this letter 
the following petition was prepared 
and circulated among those who are oa 
the bank’s ledger as customers, and was 
very generally signed: 

nh. J. ° Com t 
Currency, Washingten, D. C.—Sir: we the 
andersigned, being customers and depos. 
itors of the Southerm California Bank ef 
Los Angeles, having perfect confidence in 
said bank and its management, and being 
perfectly satisfied its temporary suspension 
was not on account of mismanegemeat, and 
our confidence not having been shaken by 
ex- 

ress our willingness to continue 

usiness with said bank, and hereby 
respectfully request that you grant permis- 
sion for its speedy reopening. 

When completed, the petition will be 
transmitted by telegraph tothe Comp- 
troller of the Currency by Senator 
White, with a statement as to the 
names attached to the document. 

With reference tothis new turn of 
affairs, it has been explained that this 
is but a partof the red tape now in 
vogue in the Comptroller's office. Mr. 
Eckles has been known to express him- 
self as opposed to the reopening of sus- 
pended national banks, unless upon the 
strongest showing, and the urgent de- 
mand of depositors. In regard to the 
Southern California National Bank, it 
is now stronger than ever, and has been 
ready and anxious to reopen for several 
days, only awaiting the permission of 
the Comptroller. In pntting itself in 
its present strong position to resume 
payment the bank makes the proud 
boast that it has not called upon a sin- 
gle patron to’pay his account, unless 
overdue. 

It was ascertained yesterday that for 
several days there has been a move- 
ment on foot looking to the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the First 
National Bank, and that John E. 
Plater of the Bank of America was 
being urged for the place; in fact, that 
strong letters had been sent ‘to the 
Comptroller of the Currency, recom- 
mending his appointment to the posi- 
tion in case such a step became neces- 
sary. The bank has applied for per- 
mission to reopen, which has been re- 
fused, except under the same conditions 
as those imposed on the Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 

A meeting of the directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce and a seperate 
meeting of the Board of Trade will be 
held Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock 
to take action upon the matter.

Decided. 


Findings and Judgment for the 


Defendant. 


W. J. Hayes Sues to Recover a $3000 
Good F Deposit. 


An opinion in the street assessment 
case of Lankershim et al. vs. the city of 
Los Angeles waa rendered late yester- 
day afternoon by Judge Clark who or- 
ders that the plaintiff submit findings 
and judgment. In the decision it was 
stated that most of the questions pre- 
sented in the case were noticed in an 
opinion previously filed on a motion to 
dissolve a temporary injunction 
granted, and that the trial of the cause 
had developed nothing to change the 
views of the court ase then expressed. 
The only point possessing seeming merit 
was presented by the allegations con- 
tained in a certain paragraph of the 
complaint. Under the rule of People vs. 
Beaudry (91 California, 221) the plaintiff 
had perhaps established a _ technical 
dedication of Broadway, or Fort street, 
from First street south to Pico street, 
and the statete of limitations would not 
run against thé public easement in a 
street dedicated as a public highway. 
It was possible that the assessment of 
damages to the parties named in the 
paragraph referred to was such an ir- 
regularity as would render a rule of 
property assessed for benefits void in a 
court of law. But this would not be so 
if the Ordmance abandoning certain 
portions ‘of Broadway for street pur- 
poses was valid, for, admitting that the 
adoption of the map of Ord’'s survey as 
the official map of the city operated as 
a dedication of Fort street as above 
stated, and that the deed to O. W. 
Childs of, April 30, 19864 executed before 
said street south of Tenth street had 
béen opemed, used or traveled by the 
public, did not operate aS a revocation 
of such dedication. Still, that deed, 
pursuant to the usual rule of construc- 
tion, should be held to have conveyed 
the fee in the street, subject only to 
the public easment, and if the easment 
was extinguished by said ordinance of 
abandonment the owners of the fee 


. would be entitled to have their dam- 
assessed 


ages . e question whether or 
not the ordinance was valid was per- 
haps doubtful. It was possible, as the 
plaintiff's counsel contended, that the 
only law governing the right of the city 
to vacate or close public streets was to 
be found in the act approved March 6, 
1889. That this act, being a judicial law, 
superseded the city charter adopted Jan- 
uary 21,1889, and that the ordinance in 
question was void, beeause not pre- 
ceded by the steps enumeraded in sec- 
tions 2-to 5, inclusive, of said act, but 
the ruling of the court would be in fa- 
vor of the validity of the ordinance. 
Even admitting the ordinance to be 
void, the prayer of the complaint 
should be denied. To obtain relief in a 
court of equity one must present some- 
thing more than a mefe technicality. 
Here the evidence showed that the per- 
sons named and their predecessors 
interest had been in possession of prem- 
ises mentioned as purchasers in 
faith and for value for nearly thirty 
years, and had erected valuable im- 
provements thereon. They were not 
mere trespassers, and, while they 
might have acquired no title that would 
be recognized in a court of law, a court 
of equity should not lend its aid to any 
proceeding that contemplated the tak- 
ing of their property without compen- 
sation. If the other points made by the 
plaintiff, that no notices were posted as 
required by section 3 of the same act 
and that the City Council did not des- 
ignate a newspaper in which notices of 
public work should be published, and 
that the notice of work published pur- 
suant to ordinance No. 1067 was not 
published in one or more newspapers 
published and circulated in said city 
and designated by the Council as the 
paper in which said publication should 
be mede: that the notices published 
and posted did not state briefly or at 
all the work or improvment prepared 
in the resolution of intention; that the 
protests of W. H. Mansfield and others 
were overruled without the protestants 
having an opportunity to be heard, and 
that all of the property within the dis- 
trict to be benefited was not assessed 
were true; they were not established at 
the trial. The defendant seemed to 
have followed closely the provisions of 
the act of March 6, 1889, and in the act 
it was provided that it should be liber- 
ally construed to promote the objects 
thereof. Upon this showing the de- 
fendant wae ordered to submit findings 
and judgment. 

HFIAYES WANTS HIS $3000. 

A complaint ‘has been filed, in the 
United States Circuit Court by W. J. 
Hayes, through the attorney firm of 
Curran & Pillsbury, in a suit against 
the city of Los Angeles to recover 
$3000, which was paid in the form of a 
deposit on rood faith accompanying a 
bid on the $350,000 funding bonds adver- 
tised for sale during August of last 
year. In the instrument it is alleged 
that on the bond issue referred to the 


firm of Hayes & Sons of Cleveland, O., | 


offered a bid of par and accrued inter- 
est, and asked aiso for a commission of. 
1% per cent. for selling the same. As re- 
quired, a certified check for $3000 ac- 
companied the bid. The bonds were af- 
terwards found to be invalid and void, 
and at the order of the City Council 
they were destroyed. Then the return 
of the check was demanded, but it 
was not then forthcoming, and never 
since has been. W. J. Hayes having 
acquired the firm’s interest therein, by 
transfer, the suit was brought to re- 
cover the full amount of $3000, with in- 
terest at 7 per cent. from August 25, 
1892.

*‘The Glorious Fourth.”’ 

There is no political anniversary in 
the history of nations that should be 
celebrated by all classes of American 
citizens and lovers of freedom with 
such proud rejoicing and unmingled 
gladness as the Fourth of July—the 
natal day of American independence. 

It was a dark and gloomy time in 
American history when American 
patriots were forced to consider the in- 
dependence of the colonies, and the 
question to be decided was whether 
they should be a free and self-govern- 
ing people, or should be ruled by the 
mother country. Great Britain seemed 
to have no love for her people who had 
colonized in the New World, and her 
treatment of them was characterized by 
injustice and tyranny. She laid an 
iron hand upon their industries, for- 
bidding~certain essential manufactures, 
she issued her “Writs of Assistance,” 
which armed her petty constables with 
power to search every home or busi- 
ness house which was suspected of 
evading the duties she unjustly im- 
posed; the Stamp Act was forced upon 
them, and so many and varied were 
the wrongs heaped upon them that evénh 
Benjamin. Franklin declared that the 
sun of American liberty had _ set. 

But it was the darkness that pre- 
cecGes the dawn. It was this oppression 
that stirred to its depths the soul of 
American manhood and kindled anew 
that devotion to liberty that made our 


- forefathers heroes and patriots. Patriek 


Henry but voiced the sentiments of 
American patriots when, in eloquent 
tones that come thundering down the 
ages, he cried, ‘“‘But as for me, give 
me‘liberty or give me death!” 

Who is not familiar with the long 
eight years of struggle and -hardship 
and bloodshed that preceded the 
full acknowledgement of our independ- 


‘ence, and before the old bellman of the 


State House at Boston rang out the

power and jealousy afrayed against 
them, and with the wily and treacher- 
ous American savage reaay at all 
times to betray them? It was the very 
midnight of human hope, blackened 
ofttimes by the darkness of bloody de- 
feat, by the lack of food and. of am- 
munition and the tools of warfare. 

But the determination to conquer or 
die had seized upon those at the head 
of affairs, upon generals and soldiers 
alike, upon the hearts that beat for 
them in their homes, upon the little 
children, even, had this love of country 
and of liberty fallen, and the spirit fill- 
ing this New World was that which 
fave recognition to the right of every 
man “to life, Hberty and the pursuit 
of happiness."” And so, amid weari- 
ness, and hunger, illy clothed, and 
poorly armed, they fought on, deter-

Henderson’s Prescription. 

By way of variety, a thorough gold 
advocate has given us his ‘opinion on 
the silver question, in the person of 
ex-Senator Henderson of Missouri, 
whose long letter to Secretary Car- 
lisle was published in The Times yes- 
terday. 


This gentleman takes the bold posi- 
tion that we have all the circulating 
medium we need, and attributes the 
present stringency to loss of confi- 
dence produced among busness men 
because of the “‘bad quality or inferior 
character” of a large part of the cur- 
rency. 
of affairs in the East, but here on the 
Pacific Coast we have heard ‘of no com- 
plaints on the part of business men at 
having to accept silver. The only 
“kick” has been when they were not 
taking in enough silver. And yet this 
is a gold State, which kept gold in cir- 
culation while it was almost unknown 
in the East. 

Mr. Henderson § attributes all our 
business troubles to the silver legisla- 
tion of Congress. Here is his prescrip- 
tion for our sufferings. It is. impor- 
tant, as showing what the monometal- 
lists are driving at: 

“First—Customs duties should here- 
after be paid in gold alone. 

“Second—Silver bullion in the Gov- 
ernment vaults should at once be sold 
for cash in gold, and the proceeds cov- 
ered into the treasury. 

“Third—The 3 per cent. gold ‘bonds, 
to the amount of $300,000,000, should be 
promptly sold, and the proceeds trans- 
ferred to the treasury. 

“Fourth—A day should be fixed, not 
later than January 1, 1898, for the re- 
demption and payment in gold coin of 
all circulating notes of any kind and 
every description heretofore issued by 
the Government. 

“Fiftth—At last half of the silver dol- 
lars issued under the acts of 1878 and 
1890 should be sold as bullion and the 
remainder be minted into subsidiary sil- 
ver coins, and made legal tender only 
in payments of $10 or less. 

should be made for 
the use of $360,000,000 of gold bonds as a 
basis for banking, making the provi- 
sions as liberal as possible, consistent 
with safety, but under government su- 
pervision. 

“Seventh—The basis of national bank- 
ing should be enlarged so as to permit 
the issue of circulating notes on the de- 
posit of other than United States 
bonds; the solvency of such bonds to be 
passed on by responsible government 
officials. 

“Eighth—All bank issues to be re- 
deemed in gold coin on demand. 

“Ninth—All foreign gold coins should 
be made legal tender for debt, and re- 
ceivable for government duties at the 
value fixed by law. 

“Tenth—Previous to January 1, 1898, 
the surplus funds of the treasury re- 
ceived from loans or collections to be 
placed with banks in such sections of 
the couniry and in such amounts as 
may be determined by the Secretary. 


It will be observed that Mr. Hender- 
son would largely extend the national 
banking system, which a great many 
intelligent and patriotic people would 
like to see abolished altogether.

The Fourth of July in 
Los Angeles. 


How It Will Be Celebrated by 
the People. | 


The Night Parade One of the Dis- 
tinctive Features. 


Floats That Will Rival Anything Ever Seen 
in the East—A Scene of Dazzling En- 
chantment That Will Long Be 
Remembered. 


The Fourth of July is here again, and 
the small boy is correspondingly happy. 
He is not alone, however, in his joy, 
for his elders of ‘‘all sorts and.condi- 
tions’’ revel with him in celebrating the 
Nation’s birthday. In fact, this is the 
one day of the year when everybody in 
this broad land feels himself a thoropgh 
American. Antecedents and pedigree 
are forgotten for the time being, and 
all bow to the memory of the brave 
Revolutionary fathers who dared to 
throw off the kingly yoke and declare 
this a “land of the free.”’ 

The small boy and the festive fire- 
cracker will be as numerous &as ever, 
legal ordinances and cautionary meas- 
ures to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The unsuspecting citizen will wander 
into a sizzing hornets’ nest, look up and 
catch sight of the fast-disappearing 
culprit. The citizen will then remem- 
ber his own youthful days, smile, pass 
on and give the next man a chance. 

Grown folks will celebrate the day in 
a different fashion. Some will goto 
the beach, a few will repair to the 
mountains, while the bulk will stay at 
home and enjoy the programme which 
has been planned for their eatertain- 
ment. These latter will be reinforced 
by heavy crowds from the outlying dis- 
tricts, which will avail themselves of 
low railroad rates to see the many 
sights afforded through the liberality of 
the public-spirited citizens of Los An- 
geles. 

BUSINESS GENERALLY SUSPENDED. 

The day will be given up entirely to 
patriotism of various sorts, Everybody 
will endeavor to have a good time and 
tosee that his neighbor also enjoys 
himself. Business houses and resi- 
dences will be draped wjth the na- 
tional colors, and the city will present 
a gala appearance. La 

All of the departments of the muni- 
cipal government will be closed to busi- 
ness during the day, except the health 
office, which will be open, as on Sun- 
days, from 9 to 10 o’¢lock in the morn- 


ng. 

The public library reading-rooms 
will be open from 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon till 9 o’clock in the evening, 
but no books will be exchanged. : 

The police officers will have a busy 
day of it. The afternoon watch, which 
usually goes on at noen, will report for 
duty at 8 o’clock in the forenoon, and 
the night watch, which usually begins 
its duties at 8 o’clock in the evening, 
will report at, noon. The morning 
watch will goon 
this morning, and be relféVed at noon. 
An opportunity for a short respite will 
then b& given, and the watch will re- 
port again at 2 o’clock. 

A large portion of the stores and 
business places will be closed for at 
least a portion of the day. Nearly all 
of the principal groceries will not have 
their doors opened at all. 

The meat markets anda few of the 
groceries will be open in the morning 
for a sufficient time to attend to the 
restaurant and other early trade and to 
deliver orders to nearby places. 

Many of the dry goods stores will be 
closed all day, while some of the others, 
together with a part of the clothing es- 
tablishments, will only keep open till 
noon. 

Most of the principal shoe stores will 
close at 12 o’clock. — 

To be better prepared to meet any 
possible emergency the callmen on the 
fire department were ordered on duty 
at their respective engifie houses at 6 
o’clock last night, and. will be subject 
to call until 6 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The postoffice will be open on the 
Sunday schedule; only the general de- 
livery and carrier windows will be 
opened from 10 to 11 o'clock in the 
morning. No trips will be made by the 
carriers. 

THE SEVENTH RBGIMENT. 

According to the law of the State, 
the Seventh Regiment will parade. At 
8:30 a.m., sharp, the soldier boys will 
start from the armory, and for half an 
hour will march through the streets. 
No great preparations have been made 
for this event, and it will merely be 
a perfunctory affair.

fIn the Third Reader of the California 
State series, p. 172, appears the ode 
‘Union, Liberty,’’ andthe author is cred- 
ited as being Thomas S. Grimke, with a 
short biographical sketch. This is error, 
as the ode was written by Dr. Samuel Gil- 
man, a Unitarian clergyman of Charleston, 
S. C., in 1822, during the nullification 
troubles, Andrew Jackson being at the time 
President. It was sung at a large meeting 
of Union men in Charleston that year, July 
4, and the production was so meritorious 
that Dr. Gilman was presented with a sil- 
ver vase, the ode being inscribed upon it. 
The vase is now in possession of one of his 
daughters. Mrs. F. J. Lippitt, wife of Gen. 
Lippitt, of the Department of Justice, 
Washington, is a daughterof the composer 
and was present when the ode was sung in 
1832 in Charleston. Dr. Gilman was a 
graduate of Harvard, and also wrote sev- 
eral other odes, among which was ‘'Fair 
Harvard.” The air for the following is

UNION, LIBERTY! 
, our country’s natal morn: 
Hail, thou banner not yet torn, 
Waving o'er the free! 
While this day in festal throng

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Suicide of a Young Drug Clerk—Notes and 
sonals. 

A young man named Sdward Weimer, 
who had been employed in the drug store 
of C. ©, Newman on State street, committed 
suicide by taking strychnine, late Saturday 
night. Weimer hdd been out collecting 
bills for his employer during the day, and 
had collected about $25 in cash, which he 
had notturned in. He strolled into John 
Cour’s saloon in the carly part of the even- 
ing and commenced to play a game of poker. 
Fortune did not favor him, and he lost 
heavily, until finally all the money he had 
collected was absorbed in the game. After 
his money was ail gone he left the saloon 
and, it is supposed, became overcome with 
remorse for having gambled away his 
employer's money, ang not daring to go 
back to the store concluded to kill bimseif. 
About 8 o'clock he went to Antonia Ruiz's 


drug store and asked to buy some 
strychnine. He being an  employé 
of another drug store, nothing was 


thought of this, and he readily obtained 
the drug without any questioning. About 
a half hour later he was found on West Or- 
tegastreet nearthe bridge lying on the 
ground in spasms. He wascarried to the 
residence oi Undertaker Enigh near by, 
and a doctor telephoned for. Dr. Win- 
chester responded, but too late, and Weimer 
died in a few minutes after being found. 

Weimer came to this city about two years 

ago from San Luis Obispo, where his 
parents reside. He dressed well and had a 
stylish appearance, and soon obtained em- 
ployment as a bartender in the saloon of 
John Gour, where he worked until last 
April, when he went to work in the drug 
store of C. C. Newman, where he has since 
beenemployed. Mr. Newman says he was 
a good fellow, butinclinedto be reckless. 
He was about 21 yearsold. His parents at 
San Luis Obispo have been notified. 
The Coroner held an inquest Sunday 
morning, and the jury found that the de- 
ceased came to his death by poison admin- 
istered by his own band. 
From appearances now, it would seem 
that the act of young Edward Weimar, in 
committing suicide, was premeditated. 
Coroner Ruiz says that the poison was pur- 
chased about 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
from him in his store. He had but itttle 
talk with Weimar, except to ask him how 
collections were. Weimar said he had col- 
lected about $20, and that collections were 
very bad. He must havé gone to Govr's 
saloon, where he lost the money, immedi- 
ately after purchasing the strychnine. A 
note was found upon him, stating that he 
believed his girl was false, and that $24.85 
would be found in his pocket. The money 
was not tound. He had probably written 
the note and lost the money afterward. It 
is thought there is nothing to the reference 
inthe note tothe girl. Word was received 
from his mother that she was very sick 
and could not attend the funeral, which 
took place Monday afternoon.

The City Council convened in regular

Lictse uvcnue, to enable the 
board to deicrmiue whether bonds may be 
issved to represent the cost thereof. 

two ordinances granting franchises for 
street railways over certain streets of 
town were submitted by the attorney. On 
motion, action was postponed one week. 
One of the ordinances provides for the lay- 
ing and operation of tracks on Raymond 
avenue north of the north city limits. The 
streets covered by the other ordinance are 
Colorado street, from Terrace drive east to 
the cast city limits; California street, from 
Fair Oaks avenue east to Lake, and thence 
north to Villa. The ordinances provide for 
the laying of single or double tracks, to b 
overated either by electricity, cable, mvics 
or horses. The franchise is for fifty years 
The single trip fare must notexceed 5 
cents within the city limits, with half rates 
for school children, providing they pur- 
chase tickets to the amount of $1 at a time, 

which shall be good between the hours of / 
a.m. and6 p.m. Incase the lines conne.t 
with a road to Los Angeles, the single fare 
from any point in Pasadena to any point 
in Los Angeles shall not exceed 15 
cents; round trip fare, 25 cents. 
Firemen, policemen and mail-carriers 
are to be carried free. The ordi- 
mance further provides that the roads 
.must be completed, and in_ active 
operation over every part thereof within 
one year from the date of the passage of 
the ordinance. Within ten days after the 
announcement of the s ucces»ful bidder for 
this franchise, he shall file with the clerk 
a bond in the sum of $10,000 as liquidated 
damages, with sureties tu be appointed by 
the city trustees, conditioned for the faith- 


_. ful performance of each and-~every condi- 


‘tion, provision and requirement of the 
franchise. He shall also file a written ac- 
ceptance of the franchise. In case of his 
failure to file either bond or acceptance, 
the franchise shall grant no rights to him 
as the successful bidder, but his check will 
be forfeited and the board may sell the 
iranchisetothe next highest bidder with- 
our readvertisement.

‘ORANGE COUNTY. 


Two Sheep-herders Drowned at 
Anaheim Landing, 


Lost Their Lives in Rescuing a Woman 
Bather—Meeting of the Board of 
Supervisors—Notes and 

Personals.

SANTA ANA. 

Word reached this city Monday morning 
of the drowning of three bathers at Ana. 
heim landing Sunday afternoon; two Mexi- 
Can sheepherders and a lady whom they 
were trying to rescue. Later, however, it 
was learned that the lady was rescued, but 
the two men were drowned. The body of 
one of the men, Juan Jauragey, was recov- 
ered Monday, but the other is, at last ac- 
counts, lyirig hidden somewhere in the 
mysterious depths of the ocean. 

THE SUPERVISORS. 

The Board of Supervisors met Monday 
morning, with all the members and the 
clerk present 

A communication from J. C. Joplin, man- 
ager of the Orange county exhibit at the 
World's Fair, in reference to the import- 
ance of the exhibit, was read, and filed 
with the clerk, after which M. J. Bundy, 
W.S. Taylor and others addressed the 
board in reference toa further appropria- 
tion for World's Fair purposes. 

It was clearly stated by representatives 
of the World's Fair Committee that there 
was not sufficient money on hand to main- 
tain the exhibit until the close of the fair, 
and if a guarantee could not be secured or 
the county would not stand good for such 
expense as might be necessary to continue 
the exhibit, the same would bave to be dis- 
continued, as soon as the present funds are 
exhausted. To the surprise of many ot 
the spectators, one of the members of the 
board, at the conclvsion of Mr. Taylor's 
speech, without giving time for further ex- 
planation and discussion, moved that the 
request of the World's Fair Com- 
mittee be denied, and that they be 

recommended to the parties who some 
months ago promised to donate products 
for the exhibit. The motion prevailed, and 
as a result Orange county's representation 
will probably be discontinued in a short 
time, or the expense of keeping a man at 
headquarters will be done away with, in 
which instance the Orange county exhibit 
would very much resemble a ship without 
arudder. It would be’ just about as power- 
less and unsightly as the above-mentioned 
ship in a storm at sea. Se tne 

John Book of Anaheim, 68 years of age, 
and.a native of Germany, was placed on 
the indigent list at $8.33 per month. 

Request of County Recorder W. H. Bow- 
ers for a new desk in his office was referred 
to Supervisor Yoch with power to act. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

“It appearing to the board that the road 
commissioners in whose district the Los 
Holsas drainage ditch is situated have 
given notice to the owners of the lands 
within said district to keepin repair the 
portions of the said ditch heretofore appor- 
tioned to them by order of this board; 
and it further appearing that some owners 
of said lands have not complied with said 
notice, and that portions of said ditch now 
need repairing; it is therefore or- 
dered and directed that J. W. Hawkins, 
the road commissioner through whose dis. 
trict said drainage district is constructed, 
be and is hereby directed to have repaired, 
and to have done the necessary work, to 
put in repair the following portions of said 
ditch, to-wit: From station 0 to 0x75; 
from station 31x55 to 34x00; from station 
35x45 to 36x65; from station 36x65 to 
45x32; along the branch ditch from sta. 
tion 12x60 to 15x50; from station 46x00 
to 49x20; from station 49x20 to 54x00; 
from station 54x00 to 75x00; from station 
75x00 to 62x67; from station 65x28 to 
67x40."’ 

A motion was made and carried to recon- 
sider the motion of June12, giving notice 
that sealed proposals for furnishing the 
county with acourthouse site, as follows: 
“To strike out thfe clause requiring the 
property to be deeded in fee simple and in- 
sert that incase the county does not build 
a courthouse thereon within ten years the 
property may revert back to the original 
owner upon his paying to the county the 
purchase money, with interest at the rate 
of 7 per cent. per annum and such a fur. 
ther sum as will equalall taxes of every 
description that would have been due and 
payable had he retained the property.’’ 

The Treasurer's report and joint report 
of the chairman of the Board of Supervis- 
ors, District Attorney and Auditor were 
received. read and ordered filed. 

The following amounts were ordered 
transferred from the general road fund: 
To the Anaheim road fund, $50; to the 
Garden Grove road fund, $50; to the Yorba 
road fund, $50. 

W.M. Harthorn offerea his resignation 
as Justice of the Pcace at Orange. The 
same was accepted, and J. N. Lemon was 
appointed in his stead. 

The application of S. Whitehead for 
county aid was denied. 

A petition from M. M. Manley and over 
three hundred others, requesting a bridge 
constructed acros.: Santiago Creek on Chap- 
man street, was read and laid on the table 
until the further pleasure of the board. 

The application of Mrs. Juana R. de Diaz, 
84 vears old, to be placed onthe indigent 
list, was referred to Supervisor Schorn. 

After allowing demands on the county 
from No. 1039 to No. 1167 inclusive, the 
board adjourned to meet Wednesday, July 
5, at9 a.m.,asa board of equalization as 
well as a board of supervisors for the 
transaction of general business.

Another Enterprise Added to San 
Bernardino’s Industries. 


An Entensive Lime Kiln Started in Cable 
Canyon—Sad Accident at Redliands— 
Twe Boys Drowned in the 
Reservoir. 


. SAN BERNARDINO. 
‘The Cable Cafion Lime Company is the 
name of a new enterprise just being inau- 
gurated in this county for the burning of 
lime. The plant is located in Cable Cafion, 
about fourteen miles from this city and 
three from Irvington, on the Sanya Fé, the 
nearest stopping station. Atrial run was 
made several weeks ago, and this week 
operations were begun which will yield 
about eighty barreis of lime aday when 
ranning at full capacity. The Mime is: said 
to be of exceptionally fine quality, both as 
to strength and hardening for finish, and 
the supply is practically inexhaustibie. 
Wood and water are convenient and abunda- 
ant near the quarries, and there is reason 
to believe that, with the development of 
the lime industry here, and in several 
other localities in Southern California, a 
sufficient quantity of this material may be 


produced at home to supply this part of the 
State.

REDLANDS. 

One of the saddest accidents which this 
city has been called upon to note in many 
a day occurred Sunday evening, when two 
little boys. aged 19 and 12 years, respec- 
tively, losttheir lives by drowning. They 
were Erbie Alexander McIntosh and Rich. 
ard McIntosh, sons of Richard P. McIntosh, 
who resides near Mentone. They had gone 
to the zanja to catch some fish, it is sup- 
posed, and finding no water running there 
they turned to the supply ditch of the 
Crafton reservoir to fish or to play, when 
the younger one presumably fell into the 
rapidly-running water and was carried 
down into the reservoir. There are tracks’ 
in the sand beside the ditch appearing as if 
the larger boy. Erbie, had run along and, 
to get his brother out tf possibie, had 
jumped in aud was carried out into the 
reservoir. It is a large one, covering an 
area of about four acres. The water in it 
now is about twelve feet deep, and from it 
a part of the city of Redlands is supplied 
with domestic water. 

The reservoir is cemented, and the side 
walks are so steep that when they are wet 
one could not stand upon them or clamber 
out of the water upon them, save at the in- 
flow, where the wall inclines at a less angle. 
The boys were apparently carried wut into 
the water bythe rapid inflow, and could 
not get out upon the sides. They were 
drowned at about 9 o'clock, and the body 
of Erbie was recovered at about 11 o'clock. 
Search was keptup all night and until 
afternoon on Monday without recovering 
the bedy of Richard, when work was begun 
at drawing the reservoir. The afflicted 
parents have the sympathy of the whole 
community. 

The Coroner's jury recommended that a 
tight fence be placed about the reservoir, 
as the sloping walis without protection 
make it possible for horses and other an- 
imalstogoin when frightened, and they. 
could not get out. 

WANT THEIR WAGES. 

There is a large number of idle men upon 
the streets just now. They were inthe em- 
ploy ofthe Bear Valley Irrigation Com- 
pany, engaged inthe construction of the 
big flume and new ditch, and have quit 
work because they did not get their wages 
as promptly as was desired. It appears 
that the Bear Valley Company has been in - 
the habit of paying off the menon the 5th 
ofthe month for tbe preceding month's 
work, butowing tothe stringency in the 
money market for the past month the com- 
pany was notable to get the ready cash 
without great pecuniary loss, so set the 
10th as the date upon which payment 
would be made. It was amistake for the 
company to fix adate, for whenit arrived 
the cash had not. nor had it upon a subse- 
quent date fixed forthe payment. Fearing 
that they might not gettbeir wages atall 
some twenty-five of the men quit at the
